I hive never seen a finer m irninp: than the on- 
» liich d«wi;od upon um. The sky was clear, am' 
the moon, a faint crescent cf silver, had tat) 
arisen, and the l,iw const l «ke<1 like a dense fnr- 
reat of ev- r^reen. The spire? of I 'harl.g'on be- 
came visible In the » pf^nachimt daylight, and 01 
i he walls of Sumier we decried the America i 
li e fl uCing in the hfesze. 

No v, about S o'clock, we see the light house: 
, i >d now, ton, we discover tint the nivsteriou 
lifthl just meDtinUed was that of a steamer at out 
riuh;. Now tlie situation of the channel is ascer 
taint d, and we are under weigh; and now tin 
steamer at our right is burning rcil and blue 
lightf; and now she sends up rockets. There is 
no mistaking her movement; she is giving t hi 
alarm signal t<l Fort Moultrie. 

On we go; the soldiers are below with loaded 
mu-kels, and the officers are ready to give the 
woid if there is anything to do. Sow it is hroac 
d :V-light, and we are making directly into th. 
guns of Fo't Moiillrie, whose black walls are dis 
tbietly visible. The little steamer at our ri^h 
it banting m signal lijht aft, and is making all 
possible headway up the harbor. Now we dis 
cover a red Palmetto flag at our left on Monti 
Island, at a little village called Commings Point 
..mi uppirenily but little more lhaii a mile from 
lost Sumter. 

"Is li poaslol. that these fellows have got a 
batierv off here?'' asks one. 

"No " answered another; "there i» no battery 
there." 

Hut there is. It is now a quarter past seven, 
and we are alsiut two miles in m Forts Sumter 
and Moultrie, which are eiiui-distant from us, 
ind, sudlenlv, whiz /! comes a richorhet shoi 
Aran Munis l.-lund. It plunges into the water 
and skips along, but falls short of our steamer. 
The line was forward of our bow, and was, of 
course, uu invitation to »t"p. But we are not 
re,dy to accept the proffered hospitality, and the 
captain pays no attention to it, except to run up 
the stars and s.riiiea at the mast-head — the garri- 
son fl ir mentioned before. A moment of anx 
iou* su-poiiso, ar.d b :ng! goes a heavy cannon 
from the same masked battery. The shot fall- 
-hort of us a hundied yards or more, and bounds 
cle in over our vessel, aft, nearly on a line with 
tie bead of a Bailor, but, luckily, a little above it 

On we go, aud — whiz z! again goes the smaller 
tun lirst tired, and another I filial >st shot tkips 
alonir tlie water, and falls short of us. 

"llo ih!" exclaims the captain, "ymi mu*t give 
us hl)fgar guns lhau that, boys, or you cannot 
hurt us." 

(in we go, without heeding the compliments of 
our Chail stun friends. Another moment and 
Iwng! agaiu goes tho h»avy gun. The bill now 
strikes our ship iu the fote chains, about two 
feet above the water. A seaman was holding Ih- 
1. ad to lake I he sounding", and the ball strui k 
directly under his fett. It is not surprising that, 
under the i ir um-tances. Jack wis stiongly in- 
clined to take to his heels, and he begins to 
scramble up with might and main, when the 
c.ip ain as ures bin thai ttMxt is no dinger, one 
lull having struck so near Mm — no the principle, 
I suppose, that lightning never strikes twice in 
ti e siino place. Jack, reassured, patiently takes 
his place and drops the lead again. 

The ball, furl unaiely, was too far spent to go 
through the side of our vessd, ahhough it left an 
honorable scar. 

Tho1iatU;ry continues to play upon us. and a 
huge ball comes clean over M uear I he wheul- 
h use. We ate nol yet within range of the guns 
of Fori Moultrie, and yonder is a cutler iu tow of 
a steaoils.a', preparing to open lire upon us. A 
■soosesll longer and we shall lie in range of these 
three batteries. The gunners on Mmris Island 
sre gro »Ing ooafldtat) if they get the righ: range 
' Mi will send .i shot i l.r ugh our side, scattering 
death and destruction, Moultrie, dinctly in fron', 
will biing her heavy gOBt to I ear nnd will drive 
their de.div mi-sT -s into our bow, whilj the cut- 
ler will i.p'ii on our right. 

Why loaf not Major Anderson open fire npou 
the battery and save us? We look in vain for 
help; fie Ameiiean flag flies from Fort Sumter, 
and the Aineric ui flag Ot our bow aud stern is 
lireil upon; yet there is not the slightest recogni- 
tion of our pre-encu tri m the fort to which we 
lis.k for protection. The untxj.ee. ed battery on 
Minis I laud has cut off all hnpo of escape b\ 
running iho ves-el aground near Sumter and 
tsking ti tiie boats. Is it p<ie-ib!e th :i Fort Sum. 
t r has boon taken by the Sou^h Carolinians? I'' 
I: has not w hy does not Majot Anderson show 
thai he w II pmieci us, or at l.aat tecogniie us in 
at. ma »av? To go sritbin range of tna gup, of 
Fori M. ultrie is to expo-e vessel, men. ai d stores 
to almost instan destruction, or to Capture by 
the enemy. 

"Helm "hard-a-port!" shouts the captain, and 
the Star of the West is turned about without any 
great lo?s of lime, as you may well imagine. We 
turn without accident and steam away, wilh the 

■tara and atripoe stiU fl.^ting. and tha bnttar] 

etill playing up'n us by way of a pariinir salute 
As we steam away be steamer near Moul. rie, 
having the host.le cutter in low, steams aw iv 
into Swash frh antral eviden'ly wit., the intention 
nl cutting off our retreat; but she soon ab.nd.uis 
the chase a i.d we sail out without a man kiliid 
or wounded, with our siores unharmed, and pro- 
ceed unuiolesud, probably on our homeward 
journey. 

Af • r the brief, but exciting experience of the 
mo'ning, I am prepared, without hesitation, lo 
concur with the captian in the opinion that it is 
verv ui pleasant to be fired at with hard cannon 
balls. Without unvch.ince lo lire bark. I wish to 
sav, baa 1 afar, that uo one on lioird displayed any 
symptoms of fear. Captain McUowan and the 
pilot, Mr. Brewer, were probably especial niaiks 
for the Morris Island battery, since a goial shot 
through the whoal-bonaa would have been most 
disastrous. The foldiers, although two-ihitdi of 
th"m are recruils, aj peated lo be quits indifferent 
lo the music, while the oHicers agreed thu it was 
scandalous that Ihev couid not fight back.

tj-l'hi' Special Message of Governor Ma- 
goffin will be found elsewhere in our columns 
this morning. The message, it will be seen, 
recommend*, 1, The arming of tho State; 2, 
The condensation of the policy of coercion, on 
grounds of expediency and of humanity; 3, The 
calling of a Convention of the Border slave- 
liolding States and of "such others as may 
choose to co operate" in the great work of pre- 
serving the Union on fair anil honorable term?; 
and, 4. The calling of a State Convention to 
consider the propriety of immediately seceding 
from tho Union without making an effort to 
preserve it. Of these recommendations, the 
first, second, and third, as we understand 
them, are, in our opinion, substantially just 
and proper. They are right, as we conceive, 
or so nearly right that no irreconcilable differ- 
ence either in or out of the Legislature is 
likely to spring from them. Not so, however, 
with the fourth recommendation, which be- 
longs to a scheme of policy essentially and en- 
tirely foreign to the scheme which underlies 
the other three. The arming of the State 
within reasonable limits, the protest against 
coercion, and tho assembling of a Border 
State Convention, all look to a prudent yet 
earnest and patriotic effort for the maintenance 
of our rights in thc_Union by Constitutional 
measures; but a revolutionary State Conven- 
tion pre-supposea the futility of all ctlorts to 
preserve the Union and assumes at once the 
necessity for secession. There is no sort or 
degree of harmony between the two schemes. 
If the former is proper, the latter is utterly in- 
defensible. If the latter is proper, the former 
is an idle mockery. One is almost tempted to 
f iney that the idea of a revolutionary State 
Convention was rashly injected into the finish- 
ed message on the rather lnte arrival of the 
Vice-President's letter containing tho tin 
worthy suggestion. Certainly the idea does 
not harmonize at all with the spirit of the 
other prominent ideas of the message. It is a 
nionstious excrescence. Wo hope the Legis- 
lature will promptly lop it.

Gentlemen Secessionists, if you need a consul- 
tation with Kentucky, you had better have in- 
vited her to it before you seceded. She 
doesn't care just now to send delegates to for- 
eign countries.

— We publish 
in another column the pniceedings of a very 
lar*c and highly spirited Union maeting nt 
Lvansville, I'diana. On the 11th inst., the 
citizens of L iwrc-nce county met in mass con- 
vention at Bedford in pursuance of a call 
(tearing the signatures of nearly all the voters 
of the county, and unanimously adopted a re- 
port and a series of resolutions strongly en- 
dors nti the Crittenden compromise. The 
o her day the citizens of Georgetown township 
in Floyd county held a large m?eting and 
adopted similar resolutions with unanimity and 
enthusiasm. The doings ot tho important 
Union Convention of all parties at Indianapo- 
lis an 1 the mass meetings at New Albany and 
J It rsonville and other places in Indiana have 
air ady been laid before our readers. T'icre 
is not only a deep and powerlul f I ling but an 
extensive movement in that State iu finor of 
the Crittenden compromise or some other 
equally fair plan of adjustment. We have no 
doubt that the mass uf the Indiana people are 
true to the Union and in their hearts not less 
true to the Constitution. We arc confident, 
that if a just and equitable plan for the settle- 
ment of tho present terrible troubles were pre- 
sented to them, they would adopt it by an 
overwhelming majority. We know that some 
of the master spirits of the State are anxious 
for the presentation of a just plan for the suf- 
frages of the people and arc determined, if it 
shall be presented, to sustain it upon the stump 
with all the energy of their souls. 



Scbmissiosists. — Some of our people are for 
submitting to be dragged out of the Union by 
Sonth Carolina; they are for submitting to 
have the only law under which Kentucky can 
recover fugitive slaves repealed by the disso- 
lution of the Union; they arc for submitting to 
go into a Cotton State Confederacy, oligarchy, 
or monarchy, in which they know they would 
have to submit to free trade and direct taxation:

professing to be still in the Union, — yes they arc 
for submitting to all these and n thousand 
other things, for submitting in short to what- 
ever "King Cotton" requires or may at any 
time hereafter require at their hands, and yet, 
and yet, with a most ludicrous perversity of 
thought and language, they chucklingly call 
their opponents SUBMISSIONISTS! Oh are 
they not an exceedingly facetious set of gen- 
tlemen? 

WA majority of immediate Secession del- 
egates were elected to the Convention of Ala- 
bama, and probably a majority of tho same 
sort of delegates have been elected to the Con- 
vention of Georgia, but we have not the slight- 
est idea that a majority of the people of cither 
of those States arc really immediate Seocssion- 
i-U in feeling and principle. They voted for 
immediate Secession becauso ihey dared not 
vote otherwise- becauso the influence of the 
bold, fierce, and reckless spirits a otin 1 them 
had established a reign of terror.

When in ' rth ImI the Legislature adjourned, 
and wiih kin . memlitancesuf the winter's asso- 
cia>innyou sap sttd tor your respective homes, 
I did not apprehend that alarming complication 
f our !edeiative system which has rendered im- 
perative upon me jour convocation in extraonlin- 
lessiou. 'the Kejiulolic seemed then launched 
upm a career of limitless national prosperity, 
w bile Mm ci; izeus enj-o ed an aggregate of dniues- 
ic and soci. 1 bappmes uneqiialed in the eondi>iou 
tanyo'.Qer people. Covering twenty-three de- 
crees ul latitude, and sixty decreet ef longitndc, 
ur terri.nry was nearly equal to that of all 
hurepe. and embraced » ss.il of unsurpassed fer- 
ility, adapted by every pleasing variety if cli- 
mate to all the product* of the earth. Our com- 
merce, suttiiiined hy an extended system of inter 
nal improvements reaching, through the media 
f turnpikes, rtiilroa-'-S, canals, rivers, and inland 
seas, to the very heart of every section of 
lie country, aud finding its outlets upon the 
Atlantic and I'acilic oceans, and upon the Gulf 
of Mexico, may be said to have command, d the 
markets of the world. The keels of our steamers 
plowed every ocean, and the seas and navigable 
streams of the most remote regions were whiten- 
ed by the sails of our lueioliaut vessels. Our 
people, i.umlieting thirty millions of freemen of 
ill nations and races and realizing as the fruit 
of th ir industry $i,0o0,000,000 in annual pro- 
ductions; by I heir great and thriving cities, by 
their magnificent churches, school-bouses, col- 
leges, and charitable institutions; by their pro- 
gress in agriculture, and manufactures; by ttieir 
advance in the arts aud sciences, gave uiiniis- 
takabl-i evidence of a degree of internal pros 
perity not reached by the same number of people 
under any other form of government. In view 
ot these great blessings and encouraging signs, 
tho glorious results of less than a century's 
growth of the Kepublic, I had fondly hoped the 
union of States would be perpetual, and did nut 
ioubt that the next cycle of fifty years would 
more than realize the poet's wildest dream. 

With a heaw heart I turn to contemplate the 
present condition of our once happv country. At 
he very time when every indus rial pursuit was 
yielding its highest remuneration, we have wit- 
nessed a stagnation in trade. The earth has re- 
sponded with an abundant harvest to the enlight- 
ened cultivation of the agriculturalists; but while 
the crop awaits transportation lc market, com- 
merce is paralyzed, and the laws of exchange dis 
ordered. The business of the country was never 
in a mo.e healthy condition, nor our people in the 
main more prosperous; yet credit is destioyed. 
conlidence lost, and financial ruin imminent 
I hose phenomena can only rind their explanation 
in the troubled condition of our political attain. 
We, the people of tho United States, are oo lonce: 
one people, united and friendly. The ties of fra- 
ternal love and concord which once bound us to- 
gether are sundered. Though the Union of the 
Siaies may, by the abstract reasoning of a class, 
be construed still to exist, it is really and practi- 
cally, to an extent at least, fatally impaired. The 
Confederacy is rapidly resolving into its original 
integral parts, and its late loyal members are in. 
tent upon contracting wholly new relations. Re- 
luctant as we may be to realize the dread calam 
i;y, the great tact ok kkvolution stares us in 
the face, dcinantU recoffnititm. and will not be tho 
orized away. Nor is the worst yet told. We are 
not yet encouraged to hope that this revolution 
will be bloodless. A collision of arms has even 
occurred between the Federal Government and 
the authorities of a late member of the Union, and 
the issue threatens to involve the whole country 
in fratricidal war. It is under these circumstances 
of peculiar gloom that you have been summoned. 
To your trust must now be committed, in great 
measure, the destinies of our beloved State, and 
upon you devolves Ihe solemn responsibility of so 
wielding ihc accordod influence of Kentucky ' 
'his momentous crisis as shall conserve the hoi or 
ind happiness of our (Hjopl-- and promote the gissl 
of all. 1 can only beswcii you, by all you hold 
dear in this tad hour of our country's" peril, to 
pa t aside old parly affiliations, and looking l^cts 
full iu th» lace us I hey i-ciually exist, to address 
yourselves earnestly io ihe great work heforeyou 
Our present unfor'unaio political complications 
are ihe legitimate scions of underlying causes 
.^aius. which all the greal conservative stales 
men of the age have solemnly warned their coun 
irymen. A political organization based ii|s>n Ihe 
one idea uf hostility to the in tilatioa of Afrii 
■-la very, and emlsslying as one ot" its material cle 
no is of stiengih an intolerant sectional fanati 
ism. has been lorye.rs steadily gathering pewc 
in the non-slavebolding States, and has at las 
exhibited national ascendency in the election n 
Abraham Lincoln, its fai tilul exponent, to ill 
Presidency of the Dotted S'atee. It is true ttia 
:iumpbwas reactitd ihruu^-h all the forms of 
hnr, but i: was e AW lad by ihe -lgeucy of purely- 
sectional votes, and rests upon seetional animus 
i y. II. virtue uf lhai eleciiou ihe Federal Guv 
iniii-iit will lie committed lo the control of tho 
Kej-u bean p.riy, and administered upon a plat 
form of principles destructive lo our rigbtM 
equality as .Male- and cilizeiis, and fatal lo the 
stability aud security of our w hole social organi 
zation. 

Ueceivbu the verdict pronounced on the Gth of 
N r ember last as the dtubarate expression of lh 
sentiments of the citizens of the .North, aud a 
indicative of the settled purpose of the damnum 
pariy loadmi iia;er'lhe isovernment detrimentally 
to lhcir viial in.erests, Ihe people of several 
Southern States, immediately upon IU announce- 
ment, ini ialed movements fi-oking to the speedy 
severance ol their relations with the other States 
and with the General Government. These move 
ments progres-ed^With startling rapidity, and 
were su-taii.ed by such unanimity ol foeiing in 
the several Suites as rendered all resistance idl 
and useless. Meantime patriotic «ttbrls luv 
not bata wanting to ellect an adjustment of th 
difficulties and rcslore the former friendly rela 
tionsof ihe States; but I regret to sav, 'to this 
hour will little hope of success. 

My humble endeavors have been earnestly ad 
dressed to the work of bringing about a enliven 
lion of the slaveholding states, believing that 
their united voice in demanding just and reason 
able guarantees against the future hmwtal of 
their constitutional riglns l.v ihe dominant (sower 
would achieve the object and reunite the Sta es 
Had such a movement la-en early mitiatisi in the 
Border States, I am assured it would have been 
favorably responded to by the whole South, 
which event 1 riruily believe our embarrassments 
would ere this have presented fair prospect of ad 
justinent. Hut tho proposition met with limited 
favor here, was violently assailed, and thetim 
I«ssed. li is now too late. The revolution has 
progressed beyond that point. 

Soon after the i lec'iou of Mr. Lincoln, in older 
to place Kentucky as far as I could in her tru 
position, and in answer to continued inquiries for 
my views, I addrc-sed a letter to Ihe Editor O 
the Kentucky Yeoman, which is herewith trans- 
mitted to you as embodying a more elaborate ex 
pression of my opinions.' 

On the Utn of llecemlier last, believing lh»re 
was still a hope of bringing about united action 
on the part ot the slaveholding States, I address- 
ed a letter o the Governors of the Southern 
States, urging a conference with a view to an 
adjustment ou the ba-is therein presented. That 
paper is herewith submitted to your considera- 
tion. 

On the Utfc of December the Hon. S. I". Hale, 
a commissioner from the State of Alabama, called 
Ujion me at the seat of Government, und commu- 
nicated to me in writing ibe purpose of his com- 
mission. I re.-p tided in writing, again urging 
the Importance of conference bv the slavelu liiing 
States, and si ill clinging to the hope that such 
action would elicit a patriotic response from the 
Xort em people, if not from tho representative 
men of that sec; ion. That correspondence is also 
now transmitted to you. 

A commissioner from the State of Mississippi, 
Hon. Mr. Feat herstone, also called upon me in 
Uecemtser ou a similar mission, i gave him ver- 
bally the same response. 

iu Congress the efforts of the friends of the 
Union have not boon more successful. Various 
propositions for adjustment have been made, and 
measures without number submitted to the Ko- 
publiean members for their approbation, as alter- 
natives of a disruption of the Government. Hut 
a radical difference of principle was found to be an 
insurmountable obstacle to every proposed scheme. 
The recognition by the Government of pmpettv 
in slaves, its inviolability in tho States, and pro- 
tection in Ihe Territories, constituted the basis of 
the demands of ihe South Ihe liepulilicups 
maintain toward this priuciplo an um iel'iing op- 
pneiUnB. And herein lies ihe groat impediment 
to all compromise. 1'arties resting U)koii princi- 
ples so directly antagonistic cannot, without ma- 
terial concession, uni'e upon any- measure involv- 
ing the subject of difference. 

* OK other propositions of compromise offer- 
ed. I beg to call your attention to tho Cons i u- 
tional amendments proposed by our own distin- 
guished Senator, the lion. John J. Crittenden, 
andhak for them an expression of your approba- 
tion. While ibev do not tp.-ute to the Shove 
States ihe full measure of tbeir Conslit utional 
•qaaVljr, 1 sh-.uld be willing, in view of their 
piactic.l value, to accept them rather than dis- 
■oi Blton, Certainly the-e guoranioiw, asked bv 
the resolu-ions of Mr Crittenden, me the least 
security the S-uth can with safety act opt; and 
their diatlngpuihed author mtlnnlid aright the 
sentiment of oar people when he ezprased the 

opinion thai Kentucky would not be content with 
less. But 1 regret to Hy that even tb«M fair, 
just, and mod ra e denial, (Is ha\e I seen sternly 
rej- e'ed by I he d ainaill party, 
[oaeeaibie to the direful calamity impending over 
us, crazed by power or blinded by fanaticism, the 
-epresentative men of the republican party, 
leaders whose words control the opinions of mill 
How of misguided disciples, voted in a body 
against every proposition emlKxlied iu Ihe aincmi- 
ments moved by Mr. Critteude:\ They bay* 
gum im farther. They anaonnee in the balli 
of digress and through the prca-, in pu ilij 
places and in private circles. Unit they h ive no 
rnmpi amies to make, no concession to offer, and 
DO a surances to give other than 'hat the Federal 
Goveinni. n; will lie administered bv Mr. Lincoln 
iu accordance with the principles of the Republi- 
can (' hi.-agi.) platform. 

thus linn in position, obstinate in spirit, and 
sullen in temper, ihe Republicans have thwarted 
every icheine de\ i.ed to restrain the seceding 
si'ates. Instead of retarding, their nr.-.., ••e-f.il 
efforts at adjustment have rather precipitated 
Disunion. Ihe secession feeling has gathered 
eveiy day, extended throughout the cotton and 
sugar growing States, and is now encroaching 
upon those nearer the contines of the non-slave 
holding sections. On the 20th of December, 
South Carolina, by the unanimous vote of a Con- 
vention of Delegates fre-h from the people, pa-sed 
an ordinance of secession, severing her relations 
with the United States, and resuming her ori- 
ginal sovereignty. Ou the day of January, 

the State of Mississippi, by a vote of her |wop"le 
approaching unanimity, assumed a like poeiuon 
among the nations of the world. Alabama and 
Florida, a few days after, announced to the world 
similar action. G'-orgia, Louisiana, Arkansas, 
and Texas have unmistakably indicated tfceir 
purpose to assume like independence. 

It now seems inevitable, that before vour delib- 
erations will probably close, eight States will 
have withdrawn from the Confederacy, and most 
probably will be in consultation baching ihe or- 
ganization of u new Federative Government. It 
cannjt be successfully re-ponded in refutation of 
this presentation of facts, that the Secession Or- 
dinances are nullities. I have no diospoeiiioii at 
such a time to indulge a discussion touching Ihe 
alostract questions which might be raised. Wo 
have lo deal with facts as actually existing, and 
have no use for hair-splitting theories. I assume, 
that in a very few days eight States will have 
declared their sovereign independence, und that, 
to that extent ut least, our Union will have 
ceaaed to exist, inasmuch as no power on 
earlh can cterca their unwilling allegiance to the 
Federal Government, in that contingency, now 
so imminent as to bo almost a certainty upon 
which you may safely project your action, what 
attitude slioll Kentucky assume, and by virtue of 
what authority shall her externa, relations be 
hereafter determined ? 

Kentucky will not submit to the degradation of 
inequality in the Union. Conscious of the will 
and ability of her citizens to maintain their honor, 
their rights, and freedom, she will protect them 
in the Union or out of it. Kentucky has to this 
hour borne henelf with the dignity, tho forbear- 
ance, and the moderation becoming her historic 
character. She has lourue much, and will bear 
much for the cause of the Union. But iu my 
opinion the people of Kentucky will never consent 
to remain in this confederacy, now abandoned by 
a large portion of the sliveboluiiig members, with 
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these. qnestinrs be solved in accordance with tho 
will ot a majority of i ur people. How have our 
neighlsiring State- prepared to meet this emer- 
gency? Tennessee has, through the aciion of her • 
Legi-lature, referred ihe whole sui-j-c' 'o her • 
people, to be pa-sed upm in th ir sovini^iica- 
picitv. Virginia and North Carolina are discuss- 
ing the propriety of a similar course, and will 
inns! probably authorize the p-Kiple, through sov- 
ereignly conventions, to di jiose of (pn-s ions so j 
deeply and vitalle concerning their interests. ! 
Missouri seems likely to adopt a similar policy. 
These States wisely recognize the fact that the | 
country is in a state of revolution, and it scemi 
to me there is an eminent propriety, nt °uch a 
time, in a direct iippcal to the pepla. The ordin- i 
ary departments of tho Government are vested | 
with no powor to conduct tho Stato through tuch I 
a revolution. Any attempt by either of the«e do- j 
pnrlments to change our present external rds- I 
ions, would involve a usurpa' ion of power, and 
might not command that contidetu-e and secure 
the unanimity so essential to our internal safety. 
Thus encompassed bv embarrassment, complica- 
tion, and d iubt, assailed by a diversity of coun- 
sels, and encountering much yari ty of opinion, 
it seems to mo that the wisest, as cc tail ly 
he safest ui-de of meeting tho extraordinary 
emergoncy is to adopt the course pursued by our 
neighboring States, and refer these great ques- 
tions to tho arbitrament of the people, w hoso hap- 
piness and destinies they so deeply affect. We 
should in this mole secure unity among our- 
selves, and attract tho cordial loyalty of all our 
citizens to Kentucky wherever she may cast her 
lot. 1 therefore submit to your consideration the 
propriety of providing for th3 election of dele- 
gates to a convention, to be assembled at an early 
day, to whom shall be referred, for full and Baal 
determination, the future Federal and inter-Slato 
relations of Kentucky. 

Meantime, I would leave no experiment untried 
'bich premises, however faintly, the restoration 
of fraternal relations between the Slates, nod of- 
fers even remote hope of again reuniting the mem- 
bers and rescuing the Union from its present p til. 
We seem to lie drifting in a gale u[ion the rocks of 
disunion. Let us make one more, one united, one 
last effort to save the old ship. Although she has 
never encountered such a tempest, she lias weal h - 
ered many fearful storms. Anchor after ancb< r 
has been thrown out to save her, but she si ill 
drifts before the swelling waves upon the fearful 
breakers — hull and cabin and deck are creaking 
and crackinf, and every joint and bolt aud tim- 
ber is strained to its utmost ftnatnn There should 
be no divided councils now. Let us throw over- 
board former jealou-ies, past party afli'iations, 
passions, anil personal ambition. Let us mako 
on» more effort to save her altogether; and if sho 
is lost let us cling to the noble w reck, and recon- 
struct the vessel from the staunch old limbers of 
the Constitution. There is hope that an adjust- 
ment, honorable to all. may be effected Ihrou fh 
Ihe action of the Horder Slave States, including 
Tennessee and North Carolina. Their approval 
of the umendincnta lo Ihe Constitution proposed 
by Senator Crittenden, with security for their fu- 
ture observance, presented to Congress, to the 
free States in legislative session, and lo the Iso- 
lde if practicable, as an ubiinatum. may yet 
euro the guarantees we require, and pos-'r 1 in 
the end bring back all the States in o io Union. 
To this last effort a convention of these States is 
necessary. 1 would therefore recoinincd to yon 
the adoption of resolutions inviting a conference 
of these Slates, and of such others as may choo-o 
to co-operate, at Hail imore, for :;n early day in 
February. It will then devolve upon you to pro- 
vide for ihe appointment of Commi-siohers to rep 
resent Kentucky. The conjoint decltra'i n of 
these States agaitis! coercion might, do much to 
avert inipen ling war. Their united co-operation 
in any event, would materially pri-mote their fu- 
ture safety and peace. 

The relations of the Federal Government with 
the seceding States have oeosalonad tho m "t 
«nx ; ous solicitude with those who have atlteirl 
Ihe peace at d tranquility of the country, j had 
hoped that when the neeorion movenv-nt or the 
revolution, had assumed its present aspect, when 
four sovereign States, by th almost unanimous 
vote Of tbeir people, h id announced their |nir- 
po-e to close tbeir past fe. eral relations, and like- 
ly sis.n to be joined bv four others, there would 
loe found none so und, nunc so blind lo the dire 
results, at to ndvise or countenance Ihe employ- 
ment of military force in futile resistance to tlu ir 
aciion. Such a propoei ion. whether it lie called 
plainly coercion and subjugation, or bo disguised 
under the specious phrases of "enforcing the 
laws" and "protecting public property'' means 
civil war. and warof ib« most fright fa I and ah 
hoirent character. 1 can hut regaid the action 
of the Federal Government iu reining 10 reoognbl ■ 
theyV* of secession, and its propped atteitnjit to 
maintain the supremacy of its Lure within t lie i 
borders of tho seceding" Siates, as a policy more 
utterly barren of gissl result, and mo e certainly 
fraugh' w ith calamity, than any step y et take- 
in the drama. I bis government stands' upon the 
consent of tho governed: its internal strencth 
springs from the voluntary allegiance of the ei i- 
zen-; it is su-t.nined by the Common affection, thu 
mm ual conlidence, and fraternal leelinga of the 
people. It cannot ba held together by force, ami 
the attempt so lo sustain it w ill not oi'iK tail, end 
fail in Moid, but will d strov the last hope of re- 
eUBOtia«Hoa. Kentucky cannot and will not be 
an indifferent oVervet of the "force policy. " The 
seceding States have not in their hasty and inc n 
siderate action our approval; lut their cau— is 
our rights, and ibev have our sy mpathies. The 
people of Kentucky will never stand by with 
arms folded while those States struggling for their 
constitutional rights and resisting oppression are 
lieing sulijugateU to an anti slavery Governne ni. 
Thousands of our gallant citizens would tie io 
the conflict. Moreover, the idea of co- r i 
when applied to great political communities, is 
revolting to a free people, OoMmry to the spirit 
of our iiistitu ious, and. if .successfully prosecu- 
ted, would endanger the HheTftw of the people. 
I cannot believe that these threats of co ret -it, 
nor ihese denunciations of treason ngams lb* 
people of the South, coining as they do from men 
who have for years habitually violated the Con- 
stitution, elicit any sympathy in the hearts of 
Kentuckians, ito matter what "may bo their opin- 
ions touching tho abstract rinht or pre-ent p-licy 
of secession. I trus', therefore, you will at once 
declare by icsolutiou the i Iicoiidltieiial di appro- 
bation of Kentucky of the employment of force 
in any form against tho seeding States. 

It becomes my duty to call your ai ten. ion to 
ano'ber subject, if possible, affecting more nc-irlv 
the safely of our people, the importance of which 
is suggested by the political Complications lice 
inbci'ore presented. I allude lo the subject of cur 
State mili ary organization. I have i he grati- 
fication to eoromOnieatc to you that, under the 
admirably drawn and w ell adapted "Militia Law" 
enacted by you at vour regular session in March 
last, an organization rf companies, battalions, 
and regiments has lieeu effected, than which I 
can recommend BOM more reliable and efficient. 
Copies of this law have been sought for by ili-iso 
having in charge Ihe military organizations of 
other Stales, and il now Constitutes the ba.-is of 
the syetem iu more than one State. I was pecu- 
liarly fortunate in securing the services of Gen. S. 
B. Bucknor.a native Kentucktau,iit the responsible 
|iosition of Inspector General. He has brought 
to the position an amount rf experience, abili.v, 
and patriotic lalmr, fa whi h I attii uito, iu'a 
great mea-ure, the present highly encouraging 
co.idiiion of the corps. His report, giving full 
inform ition on the siil-j -ct, will be communicated 
to Jon, and to it your attention i< invited. O.tr 
people seem thoroughly aroused to the iinpnrtame 
of a thorough and emotive military onrn*. mffi- 
ci nt for any nr.d all emergencies, rbu « ;ll read- 
ily perceive the necessity of extending them all 
proper aitl and encouragement. 

An appropriation of money for the purpose <f 
more ettdeatly arming, cquipi ing, untformiu 
and providing munitions of war for this corps if 
volunteer soldiers, now constituting the main de- 
fence of our people, will be regarded by you at 
amo 'g your tirst and imperalico duties. "No man 
can foresee the issue of our presen' poli'ical Iron 
bles. It becomes our duty lo prep ire for the 
worst, and hsik carefully lo the security and safe- 
ty of our citi/.ans. But this subject "is of such 
manifest importsncfc us to need no argument from 
me I refer to the report of the Inspector Gen 
eral for full information touching the aoadi i iu of 
our military d-Teuces at lids time, and the further 
provision needed. 

Accompanying Ihc message you bavo a state- 
ment from the Audi tor, showimr the flnaneml 
condition of the State on the loth day of ihis 
month. I have caused Ihis exhibit lo be Blade, 
I hat you may understand tho necessity rf provid- 
ing for a revenue sufficient to meot ihe extsmir- 
dinary exnen.liliires likely lo become DO |V( M ltd •. 

While I would appreciate your disincline • ion >o 
permit your utlenl ion to be diverted at this time 
from the grave subjects already presented, by any 
mailers of ordinary legislation, I emmet forego 
Ihe me-nlioti to you ol a calamity which, hi,. e 
vonr la-t adjournment, h. lS wihdrav.ii from a 
large number of unfortunates the munilk-ont pro- 
vision made for liiem by the State. On ihe 

day of last, the large building dovuted la | 

the care ot ihe insane at lb pkinsville was com- 
pletely de«troycd by lire. Fori unatelv the calam- 
ity was attended with little loss of'lifo. but liio 
inmates were nitjected lo no small discomfort, 
Ihe report of il.o commissioners, giving full in- 
formation ou ihe subject, will, in a lew divs. be 
submitted to you. You will see the n ce-ity t-f re- 
building Ihe asylum and providing for tho eomA rl 
and suppeit or the pitients. .No BUtter bow 
pr -«ed by Ihe burdens of government, the |>cnp!e 
if Kentucky will never complain of taxati -i- 
when lev i-al for the rapport of the uufor-una . 
insane. 

Since your la-t adjournment a controversy has 
aris-n between this Stato ai d the State of Ohio, 
touching the rendiiion of a fugitive from the jus 
lice of the laws of Kentucky, escaped into Ohio. 
The quest i. ns arising in Ihe coin inverse- are novi 1 
and in K.e-tino-, end of a character allectiog TOT

the cuizona. The facta will appear from the cor 
respondviice between the Governor of Ohio am 
unsel( to which you are referred. On the U 
of December, at my direction, a pe'i i ia w..s :.!.

The Scaiii ity in Hardix Coi xty. — The 
Elizabethtown Democrat says that one of th* 
largest fanners in that county has been compelled 
up to tho present time to purchase largo quantities 
of corn for his stock. He paid fifty cents per 
bushel, delivered at the depot in Fslizabetbtown. 
The corn yield in Hardin, the last season, was 
rather short, although few farmers would have 
been in need of muck more than they raised, had 
not pork declined. Many of them held back, feed- 
ing all the time, in hope that they would get a 
sale for their hogs at a reasonable price, but times 
grew worse instead of better, and their hogs were 
not sold; and under this state of things they were 
compelled lo do something with them, and the 
most of the farmers have wisely baconeel their 
hogs, which will bring money at some future time, 
although the wisest prophet in the county could 
not predict at presout when times will bo better. 



JriKii: Smai.ley. — On Monday last Judge 
Smallev delivered an important charge to the 
Grand Jury in the United states Circuit Court, 
on tho law of hi^h treason. He told them 
that the seizure of United States property and 
tiring on the United St-tos flag by persons owing 
allegiance to the United States, constituted high 
treason by levying war; that no State could ab- 
solve citizens from their allegianco to the General 
Government; and that neither South Carolina nor 
any other State could legally protect citizens of 
other States in waging war against their Govern- 
ment. He laid down the legal definition of trea- 
son, and declared it to be, the duty of all good and 
citizens to do everything in their power to sup- 
press rebellion, expose treason, and Ining traitors 
to justice. 

iJiTSouth Carolina is precipitated into revolu- 
tion undjr the Yancey programme, without tie 
least regard to consequences, and is used as a 
mere instrument by the conspirators in other 
States to bring about a collision with the General 
Government, in order that Disunion may thus lie 
accomplished. This experiment has already coat 
Sou'h Carolina, exclusive of the immense depre- 
ciation in all real ard personal property, which 
amounts to more than $50, 000,000, at least two 
millions for preparations, which are yet to te 
raised by taxes or forced loans. The whole com- 
merce of Charles'on is piralvzcd by an effective 
blockade of her own rulers, who have thus turned 
the trr de into Savannah and oilier ports, which 
havo been willing to see the revolution progress 
elsewhere for their advantage. These are the 
first results. 



F'hesiikt Above — Tkaixs Delayed. — The 
Nashville Banner of Wol teMlav says that infor- 
mation from Wartrace, on the Nashville and 
Chattanooga road, was received on Tuesday, 
stating that the creeks and rivers in that section 
were quite over their banks, and that one of the 
road bridges was washad away by the waters a 
few mil -s bevond Wartrace Station. This was 
the cause of the delay of the trains on Tuesday. 
It will l>e necessary for some time to run trams 
from Chattanooga and Nashville, meeting at the 
point where the biidge h.is given way, for the 
transportation of passengers and the mails. The 
recent heavy rains have lieen general nnd the 
mountain rivets and creeks have swooleu to such 
an extent, as to make the supposition of an over- 
flow here aim >st a cvrtaintv. 



The Fuikida Fours. — The steamer Everglade 
was to leave Fernandina, F'lotidi, on the night 
of the 5ili, with "The Fernandina Volunteers" 
for St. Augustine, to take possession of the fort 
commanding that haiUir. The orders also direc- 
ted tho transportation of a portion of the ammu- 
nition and a number of guns to Fernandina, for 
the protection of that city. 

Of movements toward the other forta of Flori- 
da, wc havo no intelligence. The probability, 
however, is that an attempt will soon bo mado to 
seize those at Pensacola and Key West, as also to 
take |«ossession of Fort Jefferson, at the Tortugas, 
where there are no guns mounted. Fort Taylor 
is said to be in a perfectly defensible condition. 

The Br.ooKi.YN. — The U. S. Steam Frigate 
Brooklyn is commanded by QapC Win. S. Walk- 
er, who is a native of New Hampshire. Ho en- 
tered tho Navy as midshipman, at twenty years 
of age, and has reached his present position by 
regular piomolion. He commanded the Saratoga 
in the Japan expedition, and during the. war with 
Mexico, commanded a gun-hoit, but was not call- 
ed into actual service. He is tbont sixty years 
of age, and is highly esteemed by those who know 
him. He is a brave and gallant officer, and one 
of tho best disciplinarians in the Navy. Two of 
his children live in Boston.

THE EXTRA SESSION. 
[Special Correspondence of the Louisville Journal 1 
Capital Hotei, I 
FjtABKFOBT, Jan. 17, 1861.) 
The Legi-lature of Kentucky, called tor, 'her 
in extra fteaaipn by the proclamation of Governor 
Magoffin "to take into consideration the interests 
of the Commonwealth, as the same may be in- 
volved in, or connected with, the present distrac- 
ted condition of our common country" ciuvetes 
to day. 1 am here again at the Capital of the 
State to record the proceedings of the Genera! 
Assembly and lo maka am h comu ents upon them 
as may seem justified by the action of the Repre- 
sentatives of tho people. If I know my own 
mind, I shall address myself to this duty without 
the least feeling or prejudice cf a pcr'izan char- 
acter. When the question presented is one for 
the preservation or tbedisruption of this Heaven- 
appointed Confederacy, I am prepared to regard 
all old party lines as obliterated, and am com- 
pelled to think that the time has anived, which 
was predicted by Hie rleir and statesmanlike sa- 
gacity of Henry Clay, when tier re would be but 
two partial in the cou' try — one for til Cmon ami 
Ihr other ayrinst the L'nion. Above ell other con- 
sidered ns which can intere-t lha zeal of the pp. 
trint or awaken the pride of every American citi- 
zen, should be the perp'luity of the Union. 
There may be evils under which portions of the 
Confederacy labor; in the liercu stinsrgles for 
political power and place, there may be injustice 
worked, or at all evsnts the defeated minority 
must nl.vays feel that they have been hardly 
usod; in politics there, is no kind of philosophy 
which rcas ms as did the exiled Dnki in the 
forests of Ardennes: "Sweet are the uses of ad- 
versity;" rancor succeeds failure as naturally 
as the thunder peals follow- the tia h ol 
lightning, and from the very popular nature of 
our institutions, tho prejudices are aroused 
and oftentimes lashed lo verv madness. But 
we have been taught that political parties 
must exist; they area great conservative neces- 
sity of free government todefei.d the people fiom 
despots and from evil counsellors. As long then 
as party contests ale earned on wiiliin their proper 
limit a, and as long as the victors of to day are 
amenable to the people ai d liable to be turned 
from iheir positions to-morrow, if they are fil e 
to pledges or recreant to duty, so long we have 
the right to divide ourselves under tho banner of 
preferred leaders or under the blazonry of a par- 
ticular set of principles, and the very vigilance 
which is exercised to compass the success of party- 
is the sure«t guarantee of natioi.nl integrity, en- 
lightened legislation, ami an honest administra- 
tion of our public affairs. 1 do not thercf .re pro- 
|iose to draw party lines at this great crisis and 
during this "present distracted condi'i m of our 
common country." He who is for the Union is 
George Washington attested it in 1787, when he 
signed our Constitution, as the President of Hie 
convention which framed it, is my copatriot, and 
I am reedy to sink all former differences of opinion 
on minor topics — so dwarfed now in the presence 
of gigantic danger — re idy to shake hands with 

I hose who look the crisis boldly in its- worst aspect 
and are resolved to fight Disunion to the last en- 
trenchment w hich csn be thrown around the con- 
stitution to protect it from maddened assaults. 

There will l>e many ca-casions presented during 
the progress ofmycorrespondei.es to elicit tho 
most frank opinion of the causes of our present 
trouble*, and their discussion or recital will an- 
swer no gocKl purpose now. We must look at tbo 
loweiing present ai.d let bye-gones be bye-gones 
for a lime at lesst. \\ hat do the representatives 
of the Slate of Kentucky behold as they lock 
abroad over the prospect before them? Tbey see 
the gallant tklp of Slate tossed almut amid capri- 
cious waves and frowning breakers, rudderless and 
compassless; the officers devoid of energy in en- 
forcing discipline and the crew in mtr iny. As 
the proud bark nears the shore, thepeopleof Ken- 
tucky nro called upon to witness tho appalling 
sight, and there are two paths marked out for 
them to choose bctwocn. One is to erect beacous 
which shall warn < be glorious old vessel of din- 
ger, and at the same limo to man tho lifeboats 
to rescue the crew ; t lie other is to spread out false- 
signals, to decoy them within tho breakers, to lure 
them upon the hidden rock*, anil when the oid 
ship strikes and goes to pieces to raise a shout of 
exultation ar.d every one rush to seize his por- 
tion of tho wreck in a general pillage. These are 
tho alternatives presented to the people of Ken- 
tucky, and it is sad to think that there can be ono 
moment's doubt in relation to the course that will 
be presented by her Legislature. But the fact 
cann it be denied lliat men who owe their all of 
public reputation to the halo which is reflected 
from the grandeur of our State, have been | lay- 
ing a deep conspiracy in league with self-pro- 
laimed traitors, and while lb v have profes-ed to 
despise secession have covertly lent all Iheir ener- 
gies to aid the incendiary schemes i f that nest of 
traitors who have grown defiant in tho South, 
since Andrew Jackson left bis work half BbI h el. 
and "scotched the snake, not killed it." It is 
plainlv evident from the tone of the camp follow- 
ers of the Breckinridge party; fn m the poaitisaa 
taken by the Covernor, and from the sway of the 
immense outside pressure brought to bear upon the 
deliberations of the special session, that tho at- 
tempt w ill be made to commit Kentucky to some 
movement, which must materially complicate the 
already tangled web of national affairs, destroy 
her conservative position and influence us a medi- 
ator, and place her on a sectional platform wilh 
propositions emanating from her r- f cs nialives 
which are to be the ultimatum — for what? O' 
peace or wtar? Of lide lity to the Union or of Se- 
cession? You cannot get any categorical answer 
to thesequeslions from the most voluble declaim- r 
concerning tho bouor of Kentucky, who at the 
s .me timo strives to afttacB her as the bob to the 
South Carolina kito. It wm not, it appears, 

ough that Kentucky should beaikcd to ooun- 
terac.ee the f.ction which disrupted the Demo- 
cratic party and allowed Mr. Breckinridge to be 

ed as the too willing instrument to p c- 
vent a thorough cone ntraiion of Ihn con- 
servative Union sentiment of tho country 
at the late Prc.-idential election; it was not 
enough that the integri y of "ur State should I e 
placed in jeopardy by tho eff rt to chain it to the 
precipitate revolutii nerv acts of South Carolii a, 
but it appeals that sh e will now becalUel npdn lo 
become a participant in that revolution ai d ask- d 
to endorse as sound at d practical statesmanship 

II the mad. crude, and indefensible vagaries ef 
the secessionists of the Gulf States. 

Can this effort be successful ? I regret to say- 
it is almost hoping against hope to el >ubt it. 1 
I can see the under-enrrents ».f healthy conserva- 
tive feeling among the ni-.-mbors. bat nfortB- 
natolv they are not the ti-les which ir.ll lencc the 
great surface of the ocean of p. litics. What 
matters it, if "gems e.f purest ray serene" are 
beneath the surface, if above it we have the 
storm-wind from tho North and the hot sireccei 
from the South to lash il into fury ? There ii an 
abject debasement here before the foot-sfocl of 
political power, and men of bi; h chivalric MM 
f honor iei all the ir private relations, are swayed 
like children by the bauble* of placu and party 
po-ition. Fidelity to the cUctrine ef »ecessie>n is 
made the touch stone to try the true gold of 
Southern DlBB il nil . and, unfortunate ly for our 
State, there are a lirge number of aspiiing 
young men in the Lsgi-I.iluro who are dec eved 
by tbo specious arguments which appeal lo their 
passions rather than lo their judgments, and from 
their action 1 apprehend the greato-t danger. If 
the Representatives cf Kentucky would plice 
their noble State in a proper posiiion, which will 
lend additional lustre to lior past record and give 
her a controlling power and influence in the pres- 
ent crisis, they will " iiidi ;nan'.ly frown" upen 
tho attempts to drive her from her loyalty ami 
reject every pro|Ki»ition which docs not come up 
manfully to the preservation of the Union, rever- 
entially to the supremacy of the Constitution and 
loyally to tho support of the laws. Is it not sad 
to reflect that 1 must doubt the possibility of see- 
ing the course taken here ss at present advised? 
There are gleams of light thiouth the dark 
clouds, hnwevor. Some w ho are weil acquainted 
wit:i the pe.rsonelle of the Assembly regard die 
indications as decided that no "envention will be 
called to meet interior to the 4th nf n!ntch. and 
that all rcvolutionaiy references to the isterpo- 
sition of obstacles to the iuanguraiion e,f Mr. 
Ijoicoln will bo voted down. I am told, too, that 
Breckinridge men of prominence Bra opposed to 
secession and against any Convention. It will 
take a day or two of observation to see how far 
these conjectures are correct. In tho meantime 
1 feel as if Pandora's box of ee ils hid beau opened 
around me, and that even hope itself had ll-el.

Bui as you bad the 
opportunity of seeing the message befeere I heaid 
it read, for our courteous brother Major of the 
Yeoman, the State Printer, pronii.ed me to mail 
copies for tho city press, by the early morning 
mail, it is useless to comment nfxm It, If vc u cm 
eletect a glimmer of consenNstim when r<-aci 
yon will a more telescopic eye than 1 have. 

After the reading e>f tho message, there were 
various propositions offered in l«tth Ii- use-, f r 
the purpose of effecting an edjustment o'f our na- 
tional affairs. As your columns will be burdened 
with the du ll mes^e^e from the Magotiiorid^ o 
mint, I will simply refer your readers to tho reg- 
ular reports for t eer substance.

Evassvili.f, bo., Jan. 15, 1801 
On last Saturday night, the workingmen of 
Ihe cily of Evansville, without regard to party 
distinction, held a meeting for tbe purpose of uiv 
ing their expression on the present alarming cri -is 
of our national affairs, and, although but short 
notice was given, yet hundreds of the working- 
men nnd others turned out, but none but work 
ingmen were allowed to participate in its procee d 
ings. It was exclusively a workingman's meet- 
ing, and nil work* cl harmoniously. The meeting 
was organized by Calling Jno. A. Hauey, a strong 
Douglas man, lo the chair, and appointing John 
W. Thompson and W. G. Murr.iv secretaries, 
both i f whom were strong Line. In men. The 
meeting then selected a committee of thirteen to 
draft resolutions expressive of the sense of Ihe 
meeting. This committee was composed of the 
leading workingmen tfthn Boll, Breckinridge. 
Douglas, and Lincoln parties. The committee 
reported the accompanying resoln* ions which were 
passed by the meeting without a dissenting voice. 

The meeting was addressed by the Secretary in 
a very eloquent manner. The Speaker said a 
great deal anout South Carolina, but advised con- 
cessions and compromi-e for the sake of tbe Union. 
The working men of our city, without regard to 
party, are decidedly in f ivor of the Crittenden 
proposi'ions; they want p - ice nnd not a fratricidal 
war, which must inevitably follow if the Kepub- 
lican party maintain their stubborness in Con- 
gres,. < ' 

Wiiliam H. Chandler, a strong Bell man, was 
selected to represent the working-men of our cily 
in the conv»ntion to lee held in Philadelphii on 
tbe !M of February, 1861. No better selection 
could have been made. He is the right man and in 
the rif|Bl place, aud will truly aud faithfully rep- 
resent his constiluenls in th it Convention. 

I leelieve thut the m isses everywhere are desir- 
ous to h ive an opportunity tei settle the slavery 
qnestion forever. Would to* God that every re- 
fractory member of Congress would resign and 
go home. The people w ould send men to fill their 
places w ho would di card past dogmas, and be 
willing to concede something for the public wel- 
fare. 

If they will no' do this, but just give the peo- 
ple an opportunity to vole etiree.ilv on Ihe Crit- 
tenden proposition as contemplated by a resoluti n 
offe red by Senator Crittenden, ihe pa pie will 
endorse ihe compromise arul serrle this question 
forever. I verily believe th ir a large m tjority of 
Ihe Republican party would vo'e for ihe compro- 
mise. The oiher parties w< uld bo unanimously 
in f avor of it. There 'cm' to me lo be but ono 
cla -s of men opposed to ihei settlement of this 
question; namely, tbe il. publican membersof 
Congre-s, whet are now without a partv in their 
respective districts. Surely the Republican pir- 
tv should be the last pirty to opp .se the restora- 
tion of Ihe Mi-souri compromise I he Journal 
of our city only a few ays ago teld its ree.ders 
that the d -struction eif ihat sacril comp ct teas 
the cense of the or scnizH'ion known as the Ke- 
puolican partv. WV all know thar the res ora- 
liein of the Missoeeri compromise sras the rnllving 
cry of the it-publican party f.,r sever il ye ns 
afier its demnliiion. Now, when all pirtieeare 
renely and willing to restore ihat cornpict wilh 
tenfold security against i's el ■struction by incor- 
porating it in the Constitution itself, the leaders of 
this partv per.-islenilv re use to vo'e for its re- 
storation, thev knowine as tlw * ntraT it is 

the onlv means that waRre-tore peace and tran- 
quility "i- .-ur ile-lractedceeunfrv. The Journal, of 
ourcity, also bit'e - ly complains that no resolutions 
were passed condemning the S euth — none a- kiutr 
the Government to enforce the laws at 
all hazards — none calling Upon the Gov- 
ernment lo support Major Anderson in his 
perilous situation. Now Ihe Journal and his par- 
ty can do all this .without tin she! ing nf one 
drop of mnoceet Ifloisl, aud now he and his party 
have it in iheir power to avert the cal imitloe in- 
cident to a civil war by simplv following tho ad- 
monition of Senator Crittenden, in bis -pcech of 
the 7ih inst., in which he says tha. the establish- 
ment of a line dividing the ferrio ries was not so 
much a compromise us a fair ailjustment of the 
rights of the States. He asked if statesmen and 
Senators had rather encounter civil war, wilh all 
its horrors, th-en make a fair compromise and re- 
cognize the existence of slavery in a territory till 
it becomes a State? Mr. Crittenden told the- Ha- 
publican Senators in that speech that his compro- 
mise wuuhi put an end to all revolution. i^*t 
Congress first makoa fair a.ljustmentof I hit ques- 
tion, giving to each ncd every section of our com- 
mon country its full guarantees under the Consti- 
tution, and nol till then let us talk about coercion 
and civil war. The workingmen every where must 
rise up in their might and demand of Iheir ser- 
vants a ee ttl. -mont of the question upon j.ist and 
honorable terms alike to all sectionsof our country.
